In 
this kind of wound the blood 


is darker in color and 
usually wells out of the 
wound in a steady flow. 

The first thing to be 


done is to ease the victim 
into an inert position, lying 
down, ‘and then put pressure 
certain veins and 
arteries. If the person giv- 
ing first aid does not know 
about these pressure 
points, he should attempt to 
Stop the bleeding by pres- 
sing a pad or cloth directly 
on the wound itself. Tourni- 
quets are often used to stop 
bleeding in arms and legs, 
but unless properly applied 
they can do harm by 
crushing tissues and ner- 
ves and by cutting off the 
blood supply. Direct pres- 
sure On a wound will 
often stop bleeding or at 
least minimize it until a 
physician arrives.

Here’s Way 

To Rid Lawn 

Of Pesky Moles 
Walk across your gar- 

den or lawn and you may 

see a trail of dirt pushed 
out of the ground. Such 
trails are mole tunnels. 

The tiny burrows usu- 
ally don’t cause much dam- 
age to bulbs and roots of 
plants, but their tunnels 
can undermine the founda- 
tions of both lawns and 
gardens. 

“Moles eat mostly in- 
sects and worms,’’ says 
Earl F, Kennamer of the 
Auburn University Exten- 
sion Service. ‘‘They tunnel 
through lawns, gardens and 
flower beds since these 
areas are big producers of 
their favorite food.’’ 

Kennamer  says_ that 
probably the most effective 
way to rid your garden 
and lawn areas of moles is 
to knock out their food sup- 
ply. For lawns and flower 
beds, apply dieldrin at the 
rate of two ounces for every 
1,000 sqaure feet, However, 
Kennamer doesn’t recom- 
mend using dieldrin in the 
vegetable garden,

Regional Director Har- 
vey Driscoll of the U.S, 
Department of Labor’s Of- 
fice of Veterans’ Re- 
employment Rights here 
said that explaining the law 
means better understand- 
ing for all concerned. He 
Stated that (1) reservists 
and National Guardsmen 
must formally request lea- 
ves of absence from em- 
ployers for summer en- 
campment training to be 
entitled to the reemploy- 
ment protection afforded by 
federal statutes and (2) em- 
ployers must grant leaves 
for such reserve training 
duty. 

When Congress amend- 
ed Public Law 86-632, it 
clarified and expanded the 
protection afforded to re- 
servists and guardsmen a- 
gainst loss of seniority, 
Status, rate of pay, and va- 
cation while they were away 
from their jobs for active 
or inactive reserve train- 
ing duty. 

“The law now prohibits 
employers from requiring 
employees to take their va— 
cation coincident with sum- 
mer  encampments,’’ he
